Building up 


From listening to builders and other people 
visiting around city hall. City Mgr. Leo Wood 
came to this conclusion Thursday afternoon. 
“The way it looks right now, the Georgetown 
area may be on the verge of taking off in the next 
year The growth looks real good.” 
Pressed on the point, Wood said he has no con­ 
crete evidence, although a builder from Austin 
told him the other day that Georgetown “ looks 
like the hottest potential growth area in the 
state.” Wood suggested talking with builders 
around town about their business. 


Jim Caskey is the builder that people agree 
has thrived most in the past few months. 
“ My business started surging in August of last 
year and ifs been real good ever since,” Caskey 
said “ For the first four months of this year, my 
sales have been as high as they’ve ever been.” 


In the construction business for five years, 
Caskey said about half his work is done in 
Austin, “ but Georgetown’s been real steady. 
Everything I build these days, I sell.” 
He said he currently is working on eight 
houses in the Serenada Country Estates, a devel­ 
opment of homes in the $35,000 and up range. 
Usually, his workload is half that, he said. 


As to the reason for the sudden prosperity, 
Caskey points to lower interest rates 
Interest rates came down a bit. and people 
are just more willing to make a major purchase 
these days,” he said. 
“ About half the people buying homes in this 
area are people who are moving here from 
somewhere else,” he said. “The other half is 
people who live here already and either want a 
larger place or don’t want to rent anymore.” 


Working with Caskey at Serenada is builder 
Bobby Stanton. 
“ Business has really picked up in the last 60 
days. Ifs been great out at Serenada,” he said 
“ There seems to be a lot more interest and ac­ 
tivity than in the last quarter of last year," he 
said. “Right now. I’m very optimistic about the 
future.” 
Gloria Duffy in the city Building Department 
confirmed that the past two months have been 
booming for local house construction 
She said that plumbing and electrical permits 
in May have totalled four already. In April there 
were nine. 
“ Before April, there wasn’t much activity 
since last October,” she said. “The last two 
months have shown a substantial increase.” 
Builder Harold Parker said he’s definitely 
seen an increase in inquiries about new homes in 
the last 30-45 days. 
“ I ve sold more in the last month or so than in 
the last half of last year,” he said. 
He credits the slowly-improving national 
economy with the current health of the 
Georgetown construction industry. 
“The economy is the question about the 
future,” Parker said, “and it sure looks a lot 
better than six months ago. Things here look 
pretty good, but ifs still not as good as 1973. I 
wish it was.” 
City tax assessor-collector Robert Caluette 
said three persons have visited his office in the 
past week checking on Georgetown’s tax base, 
“and that’s usually a pretty good sign they've 
about to build something here.” 
“I don’t know exactly what’s happening,” he 
said, “but there’s bound to be something good 
going on.” 
Sheriff files deposition 


Sealed depositions of defendants in the Fielder 
vs. four members of the Williamson County 
Sheriff’s department have been filed in the U. S. 
District Court in Austin. 


Sheriff August Bosshard and three members 
of his department were named defendants in a 
damage suit filed in October 1974, by Lonnie 
Elbert Fielder and Edna Lois Fielder. 
The suit contends that the death of their son 
Jimmie Fielder was in part caused by the 
defendants’ alleged failure to provide Jimmie 
Fielder with needed medical care. 
Jimmie Fielder died in a county jail cell July 
5. 1974. 
Defendants in the case are Bosshard, county 
jailer Robert N. Champion, and sheriff’s 
deputies Daniel J. Walker and Robert Chandler, 
represented by an Austin attorney Clint Small, 
Jr. 
Waggoner Carr, attorney for the Fielders, was 
appointed May 7 as attorney ad litem to also 
represent the children and ex-wife of the deceas­ 
ed. 
Carr said that evidence is still being gathered 
in the case. He did not know when the case will 
come to trail. 
Jimmie Fielder’s death was diagnosed on 
autopsy as caused by “massive bleeding from an 
ulcerated blood vessel in the stomach.” 
A Williamson County grand jury convened 
seven days after the death and concurred with 
Georgetown Justice of the Peace Bill Hill that 
Fielder died from natural causes. 


The Fielders contend in the suit, that the 
sheriff’s department was notified that their son 
was in need of medical attention. 
Bosshard said Jimmie Fielder at no time told 
the sheriff, the deputies or the jailers that he 
was ill. 
The Fielders are seeking a jury trial in the 
case

around the office with a flashlight, wondering 
what was going on around town If there had 
been a natural disaster, he would have been 
desperate.

“ It could be a real problem if we couldn’t get 
in touch with our patrol cars or they couldn’t call 
us for help,” Thomas said.

NEW MALPRACTICE 


LEGISLATION 


Our state legislature is working on a bill to give the 
medical profession relief from ruinous malpractice 
suits now sweeping the country.

To pay the premiums they must do 
as all doctors do, increase their medical fees So, very 
quickly we see that the patients pick up the tabs 
OUR STATE LEGISLATORS are presumably mak­ 
ing an effort to come up with a fair bill to protect the 
patient and the patient’s doctor There is great and in­ 
creasing need for a proper regulation and we hope

“ worse than no bill at all, offering physicians and 
hospitals no relief at all.” The new bill would not allow 
the State Insurance Board to stop excessive rates 
because companies would not even be required to file 
rates with the Board. 
About the only value in the bill, Christie indicated, is 
the $100 thousand cap it puts on damages from a doctor 
or health unit.

We think ifs great that our country is offering a 
haven to more than a hundred thousand Vietnam 
refugees. 
THIS IS A HISTORIC ROLE this nation has played 
for more than two centuries and is largely responsible 
for the great diversity of talents, customs and vitality 
of our society. 
We can easily absorb this new handful of tormented 
people who cast their lot with us, rather than risking 
their lives at the hands of the conquering communists 
There will be vexations, of course, some already 
developing. A few jobs will go to these people that 
some will feel should have gone to our own jobless 
citizens. It is not a good moment for refugees to 
painlessly blend into the American melting pot. 
But, we will make the best of it. Some of the 
refugees have had a change of heart and would like to 
return to their homeland. We think arrangements to 
accommodate these people should be given priority. 
Certainly we do not wish to have anyone here against 
his will. At the same time we should feel no bitterness 
against those who change their minds. They have been 
through an inconceivably traumatic experience that is 
not yet ended 
WE ARE VERY PROUD of our First Baptist 
Church brethren for opening their hearts and voting 
unanimously to adopt a refugee family. “ Preferably a 
Baptist family, yes, but if one isn’t available the 
church will open its doors to any refugee family 
regardless of faith,” the Rev. Al Cummins points out. 
Certainly we live in mystifying times. Theres 
always another corner just ahead and no one can guess 
what lies beyond it. There s no such thing as smooth 
sailing any longer. Life is real, earnest and full of 
challenge. 
In just a few months we will be celebrating the 200th 
anniversary of our great nation. It’s better now than it 
has ever been, a thought we might ponder in the 
months to come.

WASHINGTON - President 
Gerald Ford is losing control of 
the federal bureaucracy. 
Policy decisions made in the 
Oval Office are being circum ­ 
vented, ignored and sometimes 
reversed at virtually every level 
of the Balkanized bureaucracy. 
Ford recently decided, for ex­ 
ample, not to re-establish the 
Special Drug Abuse Office in tile 
White House But a number of 
senior drug officials started 
their own quiet lobbying effort 
on Capitol Hill. Now legislation 
to perpetuate their jobs has been 
introduced in both the Senate 
and the House. 
In another case, a high-level 
decision was made not to bring 
criminal charges against Ven- 
Fuel, a firm suspected of using 
fraudulent figures to overcharge 
Florida utility customers. The 
decision w as made ostensibly to 
a v o i d a n t a g o n i z i n g t h e 


Venezuelan government, which 
owns part of Ven-Fuel. But 
lower-echelon officials in the 
J u s t i c e D e p a r t m e n t a n d 
Customs Bureau decided to 
prosecute the case anyway. 
Ford, of course, is not the first 
President to be frustrated by the 
paper shufflers. John F. Ken­ 
nedy likened his bureaucratic 
encounters to wrestling with a 
whale -- he could never seem to 
get a firm hold on the blubber. 
But as the nation’s first non­ 
elected President, Ford has uni­ 
que problems. His orders are not 
backed up by the demonstrated 
f o r c e of t h e e l e c t o r a t e . 
T h erefo re, th e sw iv el-ch air 
legions often do not feel com­ 
pelled to carry' them out. In addi­ 
tion, Ford s lack of dynamism 
and his personal belief in a 
strong Congress have undercut 
him with the bureaucrats.

Bogus Bloodbath: The latest 
secret intelligence reports dis­ 
pute the “bloodbath” stones that 
former American Ambassador 
G raham M artin cabled from 
Saigon. Before his evacuation, 
Martin reported to the State 
D ep artm en t that the C om ­ 
munists were killing anti-Com- 
munists in Da Nang, Hue and 
other captured cities. 
But more authentic informa­ 
tion is now' available from eye 
witnesses who left Da Nang and 
H ue a f t e r the C o m m u n i s t 
takeover They were unaware, 
they said, of any bloodbath. 
They reported, on the contrary, 
that officials of the form er 
regime had been taken to a

SCHOOL FINANCE MOVES 
FORWARD; 
About the time 
this report appears in the press, 
the House will begin floor ac­ 
tion on school finance reform 
The Public Education Com­ 
m i t t e e proposal , 
which I 
authored, will be the main bill 
before the House, though it will 
probably be amended to a con­ 
siderable degree. 
I expect the final bill to pass 
the House to cause no new tax­ 
es, either at the local or state 
level. It will raise operating 
funds for schools by $20 per 
pupil next year and $40 per 
pupil the following year, and 
transportation funds will in­ 
c r e a s e by 75 p e r c e n t . An 
e q u a l i z a t i o n 
f u n d i n g 
mechanism will begin pumping 
extra dollars into poorer school 
districts in order to equalize 
education across the state,

The final bill will not use the 
“ weighted-pupil” approach and 
will provide around 80 percent 
funding from the state level.

r e f o r m s so

school system. Local property 
tax increases must be stopped. 
OTHER ACTION: 
As the 
legislature nears its June 2

t h e H o u s e is 
accelerating its legislative ac­ 
tion Last week several signifi­ 
cant bills gained House ap­ 
proval. 
A state health planning act 
passed the House, enlarging the 
duties of the state Departm ent 
of Health and renaming it as 
the D ep artm en t of Health 
Resources. 
This bill makes changes 
necessary for Texas to receive 
around $350 million a year in 
federal health money. It is es­ 
pecially im portant to our own 
area where at least three child 
care or health facilities rely on 
this federal funding 
The House also passed a bill 
limiting the amount of money 
which can be spent on statewide 
political campaigns to around 
$850,000 for statewide races. 
The bill, which is sim ilar to 
federal laws limiting election 
spending,is a first step in reduc­ 
ing 
th e 
of t e n - o u t l a n d i s h 
amounts spent on campaigns. 
Finally, a bill creating a state 
personnel board was approved 
and sent to the Senate. Every 
state agency now takes care of 
its own personnel policies, and 
the new board should make the 
sta te em ploym ent m ore ef­ 
ficient and hopefully more inex­ 
pensive.

BURNET — The wi J mill is 
a simple device and has been 
used for hundreds of years to do 
small, odd jobs for man In Tex­ 
as, where it seem s the wind 
never stops blowing, windmills 
are com mon and taken for 
granted 
They are used to pump water 
out of the ground, that s all Or 
is it? 
Hugh McCoy of Burnet says 
th a ts not all He believes wind­ 
mills can be used to supply elec­ 
trical power for entire cities Is 
this McCoy a crackpot or a mad 
scientist? No, just a print shop 
owner who has been interested 
in electrical power generation 
for some 17 years But he has 
designed a relatively simple 
“ wind-energy, com pressed air, 
electrical generating system ” 
w hich s e v e r a l u n iv e rs ity 
engineers and experts from the 
National 
Science 
Foundation 
(NSCi seem to think would 
work 
McCoy’s system would use 
one or a group of large wind­ 
mills to power an air com pres­ 
sor to fill a huge underground 
storage tank with air. The 
highly com pressed air would 
then be used to drive a turbine 
generator to produce electrici­ 
ty- 
Ho began working on the sys­ 
tem early in the sum m er of 1973 
and by sum m er’s end com­ 
pleted work on the in itial 
design 
Before then, he had been toy­ 
ing for 15 years or so with the 
idea of using solar energy to 
heat com p ressed a ir in a 
chamber As the air expanded 
under the heat, it would be used 
to turn the turbine generating 
plant. 


‘‘I just couldn t give up the 
idea of using compressed air. 
but I couldn't figure out how to 
com press the air in the first 
p la ce w ith o u t using e le c ­ 
tricity,’' McCoy says 
What he wanted was to devise 
a system which would produce 
energy without using it. 
The solar idea just never 
worked out. he says. The idea of 
using wind to power the com ­ 
pressor cam e to him one day 
when he was fooling with an 
electric motor On the m otor’s 
drive shaft, he had put a small 
propeller He hooked the small 
generator to a flashlight bulb 
and, using compressed air to 
spin the propeller, he powered 
the generator, lighting the bulb 
It suddenly occurred to me, 
why not use the wind to com ­ 
press the air It could produce 
power without fuel for the com ­ 
p r e s s o r an d w ith o u t any 
pollution.” McCoy says 
After studying the various 
aspects of such a system: com­ 
pressors, 
valves, 
regulators, 
tu r b in e s and g e n e r a to r s , 
McCoy sat down and drew up a 
design 
He hired a lawyer to see if he 
could get a p aten t on the 
system , only to learn that 
numerous sim ilar devices had 
been invented and patented — 
the first as early as 1911. 
P aten t protection for his 
system will only be available if 
som e sp ecific designs and 
'' in v e n t i v e 
c o n c e p t s 
necessary for the operation of 
the system can be developed,” 
McCoy's attorney advised. 
The models which prevented 
him from getting a patent were 
designed for a much sm aller 
operation and were mostly im- 
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THE FIRST WIND-POWERED, ELECTRICAL GENERATION SYSTEM ON RECORD at the U.S. 
patent office. It would have supplied the power to light four 100-watt lightbulbs. This system, 
along with several other wind power systems already patented, prevented Hugh McCoy of 
Burnet from receiving a patent on his system.

The study was conducted by a 
group of professors in the 


m echanical engineering de­ 
partm ent and their findings 
were sim ilar to those of the 
NSF The concept is feasible, 
but the economic aspects are 
“ at best uncertain,” they said.

maintenance operations. 
Compared to fossil fuel and 
nuclear plants, the advantages 
of wind power are numerous. 
Elim inated would be the cost of 
fuel — coal, oil or nuclear, 
boilers, condensers, a cooling 
lake, fire box and fuel storage 
tanks. 
Wind power system s which 
use the windmll to generate 
electricity directly, and then 
store the power in batteries are 
now on the m arket McCoy says 
his system using air storage is 
far superior, citing a report in 
power engineering sent him by 
the city of Austin The report 
sta te s: 
“ The cost of this (air) reser­ 


voir represents a storage in­ 
vestm ent of about 90 cents per 
kilowatt hour (KWH) On the 
sam e basis, storage batteries 
provide storage at a cost of ap­ 
proximately $59 per KWH.” 
McCoy is trying to find a 
research group interested in the 
development of the system and, 
he says, he would be willing to 
work with any interested group 
on the project 
He says he has all but given 
up the hope of realizing a profit, 
but he believes "the system and 
the idea is something that can 
benefit the U.S. and the world.” 
For decades, scientists have 
w arned of the approaching 
depletion of the world’s fossil 
fuels and the urgent need to 
develop alternate sources of 
energy 
Last year’s “ energy 
crisis” may have been a bless­ 
ing in disguise because it w arn­ 
ed of what could happen if 
energy sources ran out or were 
cut off. 
As a result, McCoy believes 
serious attention is being given 
to the development of alternate 
power producing system s and 
ideas once considered too im ­ 
practical to use 
Among the bundle of reports, 
designs and studies he has ac­ 
quired over the years, McCoy 
has a card on which is typed 
something he found in a “dic­ 
tionary of ideas’’ he keeps in his 
workshop It reads: 
“ The Chinese write the word 
crisis 
with two characters 
One means 
danger’ and the 
o th er m eans 
o p p o rtu n ity ’ 
Together they spell ‘crisis’.’’

The 
Head Start program contained 
the five m ajor com ponents

The rest of the money, accor­ 
ding to C om m unity A ction 
A gency A ssistan t D irecto r 
Flogene Ebeling, will be used to 
hire four sta ff persons to 
develop a garden program, a 
canning program (where can­ 
ning equipment and instruc­ 
tions are provided) and a food 
co-op program. 
Mrs. Ebeling estim ated that 
250 fam ilies could be closely in­ 
volved in the program within 
the two counties. 
“The program will provide 


garden spots for the clients and 
staff m em bers will actually 
garden with them to help best 
utilize the land,” explained 
Mrs. Ebeling when questioned 
about how this program would 
d iffe r fro m th e n u tritio n 
program in the county’s home 
dem onstration office.

R e g is te r of 
Historic Places, according to 
Joe R Williams, director of the 
National 
Register

for Texas, Texas H istorical 
Commission. 
Williams said that the Texas 
H isto ric C o m m issio n 
had 
nom inated the Southw estern 
U n iv e rsity A d m in is tra tio n 
Building and Mood Hall for in­ 
clusion for the register, and 
that those two buildings were 
placed on that register on April 
23 
There are less than 300 
historic Texas sites that have 
qualified for inclusion on the 
N ational R egister, W illiam s 
said 
By being on the National Reg­ 
ister. the buildings are “ now af­ 
forded the privilege granted un­ 
der the Historic Preservation 
Act of 1966," Williams says 
This makes the two South­ 
western buildings eligible for 
m atching federal funds for 
p rese rv a tio n or renovation 
while at the sam e tim e protec­ 
ting the buildings from altera­ 
tion or demolition through the 
use of federal funds. 
It also means that Mood Hall 
and the Administration Build­ 
ing will be listed in the National 


Register which is periodically 
published. Lists of such sites 
are expected to be popular 
am ong to u rists during the 
Bicentennial. 
Williams said that the Texas 
Historical Commission is plan­ 
ning a special plaque for Texas 
sites listed on the register 
which have already been m ark­ 
ed with Texas Historic Medal­ 
lions. The Aministration Build­ 
ing has one of the T exas 
m arkers. 
Dr Durwood Fleming, pres­ 
ident of Southwestern Univer­ 
sity, responded to Williams an­ 
nouncement by noting “ that we 
now have the funds for the 
remodeling and refurbishing of 
th e s e tw o a r c h i t e c t u r a l 
treasures 
The work will be 
done on the inside of the 
buildings as sensitively and 
carefully as can be done to 
protect design and motif The 
outside of the buildings will not 
be altered.” 
Refurbishing the historic Ad­ 
m inistration Building will be 
done through a $l-million grant 
from the Cullen Foundation of 
Houston The stately, turreted 
rock structure is the oldest on 
the campus Designed in a Neo- 
Romanesque style during the
